No account has been made of the number of books that are used in 
the building for reference and study by scholars, club workers and 
others, 
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During the year there has been on exhibition in the reading room 
nine collections of pictures: one collection was loaned by Miss Chand- 
ler of Lancaster, Mass.; one by Miss Morison; six were sent from the 
Library Art Club; and in August there wasan exhibition of amateur 
photography, for which nearly one hundred pictures were loaned, 
making an interesting exhibit which attracted more than local notice. 


Among the gratifying results of the preceding year has been the 
growing interest of the teachers in the library, and their recognition 
of its possibilities in their school work. Books are purchased by the 
committee with a view to their usefulness in the schools, believing 
that the library should rank with the schools as one of the educa- 
tional forces of the town, and not a source of supply entirely for rec- 
reation reading. 

The card catalog is always complete to date, it is a subject catalog 
as well as author and title, and its arrangement makes it possible to 
add all new books without delay or expense. A few printed lists of 
new books are issued for home use. We are greatly endebted to the 
editors of the Peterboro Transcript for kindly printing in their 
columns lists of new books and library news in general. Bulletin 
boards have been placed in the vestibule and upon them are posted 
various lists, besides the recent additions, lists of books relating to the 
current topics of the day and season, nature study, and the holidays. 
Our ‘files of Transcripts and town reports are still incomplete. We 
very much desire of the former any number previous to 1874, and of 
the latter any previous to 1860. Anything printed or written about 
the town, its residents, former or present, is valuable and should be in 
safe keeping. The value of such material for historical purposes can- 
not be over estimated, and we ask for the cooperation of all to assist 


us in making such a collection.

The following changes have been made in the School Board and 
corps of teachers the past year: John H. Vincent, chairman of 
School Board, resigned on account of leaving town, and William 
Moore was appointed to fill the vacancy. Prin. Jas. H. Johnson, who 
had served the district faithfully and conscientiously for two years as 
principal of the High School, finding himself physically reduced by 
too constant application to teaching for twelve years, it was thought 
best that a change be made, and Prin. Newton D. Clarke of Ludlow, 
Vt., was elected to the vacancy. Mr. Clarke is a thorough student, 
a teacher of experience and ability and enthusiastic in his work. 


Miss Elkins of the 2d Primary, who had rendered valuable service 
for one year, resigned at the end of the spring term, and Miss How- 
ard, who had done excellent work at the West, succeeded her. Mrs. 
Elliott of the Grammar school, one of the best teachers that school 
has ever had, resigned at the close of the fall term, and she was suc- 
ceeded by Miss Comerford of Athol, Mass., a teacher of large experi- . 
ence and high recommendations. | 


To the vacancy at the West, Miss Lenora J. Sinith, an earnest and 
faithful teacher, who has had normal training, was assigned, but on 
account. of. sickness at the.commencement of the winter term, she 
resigned, and Miss Morrill, a former teacher, succeeded her.

Music. 

By vote and an appropriation by the town, music has been taught 
in all the schools during the last two terms. The system 
adopted is the ‘‘ Holt system,’’ used in the Boston schools, and origi- 
nated by Hosea Holt, a former Peterboro boy and teacher of singing 
here in 1860. “Miss Ethel Grimes has been elected teacher, and gives, 
in the forenoon, one lesson in each of the schools every week. In 
the afternoon she is a teacher in the High School. These lessons are 
supplemented by four others by the regular teacher of the school un- 


der the supervision of the music teacher, so that music is taught daily 
in all the schools. 


The progress in this branch of school work has been very com- 
mendable, exceeding the expectation of the School Board. The at- 
tempt has been to teach the rudiments of music, and not to teach the 
children to sing songs. The child should be taught to read his music 
as intelligently as he reads his book or paper. Schools under the 
charge of teachers who are themselves musicians, of course make the 
most progress. It behooves all teachers who expect to be employed 
in the future, to “‘post up’? on music. Prin. Clarke isa musician, and 
conducts all such exercisesin hisroom. He isatrained athlete, assome 
of the students in, the building have found out to their present grief 
but future good. He also conducts in his room an exercise in phy si- 
cal training that should be duplicated in every school in town. 


MILITARY DRILL. 


There is a demand by some of the parents for military drill in all 
the schools. We teach our scholars Greek and Latin, but we do not 
teach them to stand erect or breathe aright. We try to teach them 
good penmanship and correct English, but we allow them to have a 
shuffling gait and be lacking in good manners. No boy can feel him- 

self aman unless he can carry) his body properly. Military drill is 
established, not to make soldiers of the boys, but to give them a 
soldier’s physique. If military drill is established, it must be com- 
pulsory, andin all the schools. It must be by vote of the district with 
an appropriation annually fromthe town. Some other form of physi- 
cal culture may be deemed preferable. 


RURAL SCHOOLS. . 

The spirit of New Hampshire school laws requires that all children 
have equal school privileges in all parts of the town. This is not the 
case in Peterboro. The centre village has a better school house, better 
supervision; asa general thing, better teachers and often longer terms, 
than the rural districts. The houses at the East and Valley schools are 
uninspiring, to say the least. 

Nobody takes a drive by them to show a friend a sample of Peter- 
boro’s architectural beauty or loveliness of situation, and yet these 
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parts of the town are entitled to as good a house for one school as the 
centre village. 


If an inexperienced person is employed to teach, she is generally 
and perhaps rightfully, put over one of the smaller schools, and this 
is generally in some rural portion of the town. 


A teacher of large experience will decline to teach in rural or un- 
graded schools, unless she lives so as to board at home. A remedy 
for this defect may be found in consolidating some of the schools, or 
in bringing them all to the Centre. A frank recognition of the dis- 
abilities of the rural schools will tend to remedy present inequalities 
i. school privileges.
